The Sixteenth Wisconsin would have 
done credit to any army.

one the first major. Tom Reynolds, 
who became lieutenant colonel before 
the war closed 
rlTie Sixteenth Joined General G r a nt ’s 
army near Pittsburg landing, March 
20, 1862. 
Major Reynolds said some 
thing that was not agreeable to one of 
his superiors, not of the regiment, was 
placed in arrest and his sword tak en, 
writes Lieut. Col. J. A. Watrous. in the 
Milwauk ee 
Sentinel. 
He 
was still 
without a sword when the great battle 
of Shiloh began, April 6, 1862, but he 
went In with the regiment. 
When Col 
Benjamin Allen and Lieut. Col. Cas 
sins 
Fairchild 
were wounded 
Major 
Reynolds borrowed a sword and com 
manded the regiment gallantly until 
the close of the two days' fight. 
Word was sent to General Grant 
tha? the officer of the Sixteenih, who 
had been placed In arrest had gone in­ 
to the fight, and when his superior of 
fleers were wounded had tak en com ­ 
mand, contrary to military discipline 
General Grant sent an aid for an exact 
report as to what Major Reynolds had 
done.

pany, under fire, with as much cool 
ness as a veteran regiment of regulars

In the meantim e, Lieutenant Col 
onel Fairchild had been made colonel.

arm y 
about a month after it had begun the 
great campaign from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta, having traveled on foot a dis 
tance of 350 miles. 
It was assigned to 
the army of the Tennessee, and began 
fighting at KenesHw mountain on the 
fifteenth. 
From then until the fall of 
Atlanta the regim ent was in constant 
and active service 
The battle of Raid 
Hill was one of the fiercest fought in 
that great campaign, if not In the war. 
The hill was tak en and retak en sev­ 
eral times, with frightful slaughter,
